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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 27 July 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
There was no causal relation set forth in the previous office action, mailed 30 May 2007, between the fact 
that there are a constant number of clusters (K) and the fact that the K clusters are not repeatedly revised 
in Murayama (USPN 5,936,684). These are simply two separate facts about the system taught by 
Murayama. Repeatedly revising the K clusters by iteratively performing the clustering operations would 
result in the same number of clusters (K) since such a number is set by Murayama based on the number of 
gray levels. The repeated revising of the K clusters would simply update the exact values assigned to the 
K clusters, not the number of clusters themselves. In fact, since Murayama intends a set number of gray 
levels, and thus a set number of thresholds, modifying Murayama according to Revankar (USPN 
5,649,025) so as to repeatedly perform the clustering operations until a stopping condition is reached, the 
set number of clusters (K) would not be changed. If the number of clusters was changed with each 
iteration, a meaningful stopping condition for the iterative process (as opposed to, say, simply setting a 
number of iterations) would not be practicable. The values for the clusters would not be able to reach a 
reasonably stable result if the number of clusters is modified each iteration. Thus, the combination of 
Murayama in view of Revankar teaches that the number of clusters K does not change throughout the 
repeated revising of the K clusters.
